Maine State Transit Plan 


The Maine State Transit Plan (Transit Plan) is MaineDOT’s comprehensive plan for public transportation in the 
state. It presents our vision for the state’s public transportation system, which is focused on meeting the diverse 
needs of all Maine people and expanding economic access for those without private automobiles, among several 
other important considerations. 
Some of the key strategies to realize this vision include: 

e Improve coordination among MaineDOT and other state agencies 


e Remove barriers to riding transit and make transit easier to use 


Explore, pilot, and implement programs to address the needs of underserved populations in rural Maine 
e Continue transition to electric, hybrid, and other low- and zero-emission vehicles 
e Strengthen and encourage volunteer driver programs 


Other plans under Development 


Carbon Reduction Strategy: will identify projects and strategies to reduce transportation emissions. 


Maine State Aviation System Plan—Phase II: will provide means to implement and achieve the six key 
goals identified in Phase |: 


e Identify public value that justifies investment 

e Consider ROI and life-cycle cost for facilities 

e Needed/desirable MaineDOT functions, staffing, and funds 
e Nurture growth in key areas of opportunities and trends 

e Smart metrics to track condition/use and performance 

e Strategies to leverage and maximize private investment 


Maine Integrated Freight Strategy: will provide a comprehensive plan for state planning and investment 
activities supporting freight transportation. 


Vulnerable Road User Safety Assessment: will review safety for vulnerable road users in Maine and 
develop a plan for improvement.

Maine State Active Transportation Plan 


The first-ever Maine State Active Transportation Plan (AT 
Plan) lays out MaineDOT’s vision to maintain, improve, 
and expand safe AT options statewide. It contains five 
core goals: improving on- and off-road AT infrastructure, 
enhancing multimodal connections, and _ improving 
education and outreach. Some of the key implementation 
strategies include: 


e Update MaineDOT’s Complete Streets policy 
e Designate “High-Priority Active 
Transportation” corridors for on-road 
and off-road AT infrastructure 


e Improve safety and accessibility 
through AT investments in villages, 
downtowns, and rural areas 


e Expand off-road trails 


e Improve last-mile connections to transit 


Case Study: 
Downtown Sanford Village Partnership Initiative 


MaineDOT provided funding for a Planning Partnership 
Initiative (PPI) study that focused on safety and 
mobility improvements while complementing economic 


development initiatives throughout the downtown area. 


The City of Sanford has since used the results of the 
study to identify and commit a local funding match for 
Complete Streets enhancements in partnership with 
MaineDOT for inclusion into the department’s current 
Work Plan as a Village Partnership Initiative (VPI) 
project. The plan was recently awarded a $25-million 
federal Rebuilding American Infrastructure with 
Sustainability and Equity (RAISE) grant to implement 
the VPI. 


Key takeaways: 

e In coordination with MaineDOT, results 
of a PPI study can help a desired AT 
project to be incorporated into a future 
Work Plan for implementation. 


e Realistic and compelling visualizations can build 
strong community support for complete streets 
and AT projects and improve the likelihood of 
backing from MaineDOT and other partners.

Maine’s 2022 Strategic Highway Safety Plan 


The Strategic Highway Safety Plan (SHSP) is a major component of Maine’s Highway Safety Improvement Program 
(HSIP) and provides a road map for working towards Maine’s overall safety goal of driving towards zero deaths by 
preventing deaths and serious injuries on our highway system. SHSP strategies are organized around 15 priority 
focus areas: 


e Lane departure 

e = Illegal/unsafe speed 

e Occupant protection 

e Young drivers (16-24 years old) 

e =Impaired driving 

e Distracted driving 

e Mature drivers (65+ years old) 

e Motorcycles 

e Winter crashes 

e Intersection crashes 

e Large trucks and commercial buses 
e Pedestrian/bicycles 

e Large animals 

e Work zones/traffic incident management 


e Emergency medical services
